American universities, 
colleges, and 


technological schools In llto year 19)3 
not only reach the surprising lotal of 
of 4,222, but show an increase of 677 
over Ihe'number recorded in 274 of 
these same institutions in. 1911. The 
size of IhU body of foreign students Is 
brought more vividly to mind if one re- 
calls that tho total, 4,222, exceeds the 
total enrollment at any of tho following 
Krcat universities: 
Yale, Princeton, 


Ohio State, Minnesota, and North- 
Nveslern. 


Several facts In connection with tho 


distribution of these students among 
the various sections of tho country and

100 acres on the watershed of Ihe 
Perc Jgewassct river, a Iributary to the 
x Mci'rinmc. 
Tho tract comes within a 


mile of North Woodstock on the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad, and several 
good roads lead through it 
The lane 


is between 700 and 4,300 feet in eleva- 
tion, and in the lower valleys arc a 
number of abandoned farms now grosvi 
up to trees. 
Most of the conifers have 


been cut to make paper pulp, but then 
arc good stands of beech, birch, am 
maple of considerable value. With fin 
kept put there is said to bo cxcellen.

THE MAGNET A PUZZLE. ' 


Science Can Make Ont, but Can't Ex- 


plain the Chtngo In the NUUI. 


Getting tho magnetism Into the steel 


eo that It will stay there permanently 
Is a long and Intricate process, as Pro- 
fessor Sllvanus Phillips Thompson de- 
ECribcs It In tbo Journal of tho Instl- 
tltlon of Electrical Engineers. 


First of all you have to pick your 


ttcol. It must havo from_5 to 8 per 
cent of tuugsten and from 0.4 to O.G 
of carbon. It must havo not more than 
Z.S per cent of chromium, but It must 
not havo any manganese, titanium, cop- 
per, sulphur or phosphorus. It Is forg- 
ed with as little working of tho mate- 
rial as possible and at as low, a tern-' 
peraturo as convenient After forging 
it should be heated to 000 degrees C., 
lowered to 750 degrees C., there main-. 
talncd for n Umc nnd then cooled off. 
This "normalizes" it. 


To harden It it Is raised to 050 de- 


grees C. for not more than 3ve min- 
utes, then lowered to about 700 degrees 
C, and quenched at this temperatun. in 
brine or at a temperature under 20 de- 
grees C. 


Then It Is "matured" by boiling or 


steaming it for ten or twelve hours or 
by heating It to GO degrees O. for twen- 
ty hours. It is alternately heated and 
allowed to cool off several times. 


Now the steel Is ready to be mag- . 


netlzed. If it is a bar a magnetizing 
coll is used; If a horseshoe, then an 
electromagnet Is employed. It Is mag- 
netized to the highest degree possible, 
and there Is sonic advantage In revers- 
ing its magnetism' a few times. Tbe 
result depends upon rhc maximum 
magnetizing force and not on the da ra- 
tion of tbe application. Tbe current Is 
not shut oil suddenly, but Is gradually 
diminished to zero. While under the 
Influence of the current the magnet is 
struck with n brass hammer.

Its stability Is Insured by subjecting 


it to alternate cycles of demagnetizing 
nnd remagnetizlng about the point ot 
magnetization at which It Is to remain.

Much longer once than the longest lieat 
wavo are tho electric waves of wire- 
less telegraphy. Now, remember that 
nil the waves BpeclOed differ In only 
one narlicular—that of leugth.
